means for continuously energizing the individual one of the light indications 
associated with the individual out of the vehicles when the first switch in the pad has been 
operated to the second state on thte repetitive basis for the particular number of times to

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means for skipping theienergizing of the light indications associated with the 
vehicles addressed by the pads in {the plurality other than the pad when the first switch in the 
pad is operated on the repetitive biasis to address the individual one of the vehicles.
